Dzhokhar Tsarnaev was convicted on all 
charges Wednesday in the Boston Mara- 
thon bombing by a jury that will now decide 
whether the 21-year-old should be executed 
or shown mercy for what his lawyer says was a 
crime masterminded by his older brother. 

The former college student stood with his 
hands folded, fidgeted and looked down at the 
defense table in federal court as he listened 
to the word “guilt/’ recited on all 30 counts 
against him, including conspiracy and deadly 
use of a weapon of mass destruction. Seven- 
teen of those counts are punishable by death. 

The verdict, reached after a day and a half 
of deliberations, was practically a foregone 
conclusion, given his lawyer’s startling admis- 
sion at the trial’s outset that Tsarnaev carried 
out the terror attack with his now-dead older 
brother, Tamerlan. 

The defense strategy is to try to save Tsar- 
naev’s life in the upcoming penalty phase by 
arguing he fell under Tamerlan’s evil influence. 

The two shrapnel-packed pressure-cooker 
bombs that exploded near the finish line on 
April 15, 2013, killed three spectators and 
wounded more than 260 other people, turn- 


ing the traditionally celebratory home stretch 
of the world-famous race into a scene of car- 
nage and putting the city on edge for days. 

Tsarnaev was found responsible not only 
for those deaths but for the killing of a Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology police of- 
ficer who was gunned down days later during 
the brothers’ getaway attempt. 

“It’s not a happy occasion, but it’s some- 
thing,” said Karen Brassard, who suffered 
shrapnel wounds on her legs and attended the 
trial. “One more step behind us.” 

In the penalty phase, which could begin as 
early as Monday, the jury will hear evidence 
on whether he should get the death penalty or 
spend the rest of his life in prison. 

Defense attorney Judy Clarke argued at 
trial that Tsarnaev was led astray by his radi- 
calized brother, telling the jury: “If not for 
Tamerlan, it would not have happened.” She 
repeatedly referred to Dzhokhar— then 19 — 
as a “kid” and a “teenager.” 

Prosecutors, however, portrayed the 
brothers— ethnic Chechens who moved to 
the United States from Russia more than a 
decade ago— as full partners in a brutal and 
cold-blooded plan to punish the US. for its 


DEATH PENALTY? 

Tsarnaev’s lawyers tried repeatedly to get 
the trial moved out of Boston because of the 
heavy publicity and the widespread trauma. 
But opposition to capital punishment is 
strong in Massachusetts, which abolished its 
state death penalty in 1984, and some polls 
have suggested a majority of Bostonians do 
not want to see Tsarnaev sentenced to die. 
The 12-member jury must be unanimous for 
Tsarnaev to receive a death sentence; other- 
wise the penalty will be life behind bars, ap 


wars in Muslim countries. Jihadist writings, 
lectures and videos were found on both their 
computers, though the defense argued that 
Tamerlan downloaded the material and sent it 
to his brother. 

Tamerlan, 26, died when he was shot by po- 
lice and run over by his brother during a cha- 
otic getaway attempt days after the bombing. 

Clarke is one of the nation’s foremost 
death-penalty specialists and an expert at 
keeping her clients off death row. She saved 
the lives of Unabomber Ted Kaczynski and 
Susan Smith, the South Carolina woman who 
drowned her two children in a lake in 1994. 


Heartbreaking

The government called 92 witnesses over 
15 days, painting a hellish scene of torn- 
off limbs, blood-spattered pavement and 
the smell of burned hair. 

The father of 8 -year-old Martin Rich- 
ard described making the agonizing de- 
cision to leave his mortally wounded son 
so he could get help for his 6 -year-old 
daughter, whose leg had been blown off 

The others killed were Lingzi Lu, a 
23 -year-old Chinese graduate student at 
Boston University, and Krystle Camp- 
bell, a 29 -year-old restaurant manager. 
MIT officer Sean Collier was shot to 
death days later. 

Some of the most damning evidence 
included video showing Tsarnaev plant- 
ing a backpack containing one of the 
bombs near where the 8 -year-old boy 
was standing, and a confession scrawled 
inside the dry-docked boat where a 
wounded Tsarnaev was captured. 

“Stop killing our innocent people and 
we will stop,” he wrote, ap

Cop heads to trial for Rekia Boyd shooting

Before Michael Brown’s death sparked pro- 
tests across the country; before Eric Garner’s 
“I can’t breathe” became a national rallying 
cry; before politicians from President Obama 
on down made police violence a talking point; 
there was Rekia Boyd. 

In the three years since off-duty Chicago po- 
lice detective Dante Servin fatally shot the un- 
armed 22-year-old, police violence has exploded 
into the national spotlight. Now it’s Chicago’s 
turn, as Servin faces trial starting Thursday 

Activists in Chicago are gearing up for the 
trial, at which many plan to protest— but 
which few believe will end in conviction. 

“Him being indicted is just amazing, for 
lack of a better word, in and of itself, given 
how scarcely it happens. So him being con- 
victed, it would be a surprise to me,” said Ja- 
nae Bonsu, co-chair of the Chicago chapter of 
activist group Black Youth Project loo. “Us- 
ing history as proxy, it doesn’t look good.” 

Recent local history would seem to bear 
that out. A Park Forest police officer recently 
was acquitted of reckless conduct in the death 
of a knife-wielding 95-year-old; last month, a 
federal jury sided with two Chicago police of- 
ficers in a lawsuit sparked by a fatal shooting. 

But Chicago hasn’t seen such a high-profile 
police trial since 1997, when another Chicago 
police officer was convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter and other charges connected 
to the death of a homeless man in River 
North. Two years later, two separate incidents 
in which officers shot and killed motorists 
sparked protests and investigations by the 
county and the federal government. 

Human-rights activist and journalist Ja- 
mie Kalven suggests Servin may have been 
charged since the shooting happened while 
he was off-duty 

“It is an off-duty case, and it’s reaUy impor- 
tant to be aware of that,” he said. “There is a 
difference ... to just raise the question of on- 
duty {versus} off-duty is important.” 

Since Boyd’s death, the city settled a 
$4.5 million wrongful-death lawsuit with her 
estate, and Servin was charged with involun- 
tary manslaughter, reckless discharge of a fire- 
arm and reckless conduct. 

In addition, Servin, 46, has been placed on 
desk duty and stripped of his police powers 
pending the outcome of legal proceedings 
and investigations, according to the Chicago 
Police Department’s Office of News Affairs. 

Servin was driving through his neighbor- 
hood in the early hours of March 21, 2012, and 
opened fire when, he said, he saw a man ap- 
proach him with what he thought was a gun. 
The man only had a cellphone, and one of 
Servin’s bullets hit Boyd— who was nearby— 
in the back of the head. 

Servin maintains he was acting according

to his training, since he thought he saw a gun. 
Cook County State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez 
called him “reckless” in a November 2013 
statement announcing the charges. 

Despite that kind of strong language, the 
incident didn’t draw the kind of national up- 
roar that the high-profile deaths of Brown, 


Garner and others. Why? 

It simply may have been the timing, said 
Lauren Bianchi of feminist activist group 
FURIE— the death of Florida teenager Tray- 
von Martin was taking up significant media 
attention at around the same time Boyd died. 

Or, she theorized, it could be that as a 
woman, Boyd didn’t fit into a standard narra- 
tive about victims. 

“I wonder if some of the silence around 
violence against women in general is part of 
this problem,” she said. “That probably makes 
sense if people are uncomfortable about the 
ways in which female bodies are treated.” 

But asking why Boyd’s death didn’t resonate 
nationally is the wrong question, Kalven says. 

“The lack of public attention to the Rekia 
Boyd story is much more consistent with the 
norm,” he said. “The real exception that needs 
to be explained is ‘Why Michael Brown?’, not 
‘Why not Rekia Boyd?’ ” 

But that Servin is going to trial after months 
of national focus on police officers shooting 
and killing civilians changes the context of 
Boyd’s story, Kalven said. 

“I do think the larger framing really mat- 
ters, because people have gotten so caught 
up in this moment,” he said. “People now talk 


about a crisis, and we have this way of talking 
about everything as a crisis. Maybe that’s ap- 
propriate or maybe that’s a way this is really 
inappropriate, because nothing has changed 
other than heightened attention.” 

And the long time span from Boyd’s death 
to Servin’s trial date complicates the response, 
Bianchi said. 

“I feel like there’s all these cases,” she said. 
‘Activists will try to rally around every single 
high-profile case, but then three years later 
when the trial happens, what do we do to fol- 
low up?” 

Some plan to demonstrate outside the 
Leighton Criminal Court Building on the 
Southwest Side as the trial gets underway 
Thursday Bianchi, Kalven and Bonsu all said 
it is an opportunity to push for overall re- 
forms in the relationship between Chicago 
police and communities, with more citizen 
oversight and money for survivors of police 
torture during the Jon Burge era. 

“Beyond the outcome of this trial we ... have 
to continue to do the work to build a world in 
which we don’t need to call on police,” Bonsu 
said. “We can call on each other and create 
mechanisms for community accountability 
and community restitution.”

In November 2011, shortly after his infant son 

died, Martinez Sutton went to church. 

“It was prayer time, so I went up for prayer,” 
recalled Sutton, 32. “The guy said, ‘Can I lay 
hands on you?’ I said OK. ... He laid hands 
on my head and said, ‘God is telling me that 
you’re deeply troubled,” Sutton continued. 
“He said ... ‘God wants me to tell you that 
something very bad is about to happen.’ ” 
Sutton opened his eyes, shocked. 

“I’m looking at this guy like he’s crazy,” Sut- 
ton told RedEye recently “So he kept talking. 
He said, ‘Yeah, everything’s going to be OK. 
Your heart is going to feel troubled. But in the 
end you’ll be fine.’ ” 

A few months later, 

Sutton’s 22-year-old sister, 

Rekia Boyd, was fatally 
shot in the head by an off- 
duty police officer. 

Boyd’s death never 
quite attracted the nation- 
al spotlight that fell on po- 
lice shootings in Ferguson, 

Mo., and New York City, 
but as the Chicago police 
detective who killed her 
faces trial this week, that may change. 

For Sutton, the past three years have meant 
an increased role as unofficial family spokes- 
man while he battled depression and a sense of 
alienation that walled him off from the world. 

“I’m the rock of the family” Sutton told Red- 
Eye the week before his sister’s killer, Dante 
Servin, was slated to go to trial for involuntary 
manslaughter and other charges related to the 
incident. “So I can’t seem weak, I guess. ’Cause 
it would bring everybody else down.” 

Sutton’s depression also made him paranoid, 
he said, that if anyone else in his family talked 


to press or activists, they would face retaliation. 

“I was actually scared for my family’s life,” 
he said. “We’re dealing with the police, you 
know? ... You’ve got some that’s just crazy 
enough to do something and take your whole 
family out just to shut you up. So me, at the 
time, through depression and {being} para- 
noid, oh my God, I don’t like the spotlight, 
I don’t like being all out, but it’s something I 
learned and something I’ve gotta do.” 

That means dealing with activists— some of 
whom have been supportive, and some, he said, 
who just whisper in his ear to further an agenda. 

“ Y)u have some good ones that show they 
really care about the situation and our fam- 
ily” he said. “But then you 
have some that’s hardcore 
and wanna seek and destroy 
and want to use you in order 
to gain. No, I’m not about 
that. I’m not about going out 
saying ‘I hate police.’ I don’t. 
I’ve got family members that’s 
police officers, I even thought 
about being a probation or a 
police officer, so why would I 
go and say I hate police?” 

In the meantime he re- 
members Rekia as sweet and trusting to a 
fault; an excellent cook and a bad singer who 
loved the color yellow 

“Wherever she went, she could find a 
friend,” Sutton said. “We’d go places like Wis- 
consin Dells or something like that to travel, 
camping or something like that, she would 
leave for a second and come back with about 
four or five people. ‘Hey these my friends, 
y’all! This is so-and-so and this is so-and- 
so.’ She always did that. We just said, ‘That’s 
Rekia.’ She always lit up the room.”

Nine homicides were reported 
in Chicago in the past week, 
with two in the South Side’s 
West Englewood communit}^ according to 
preliminary police data. 

A 1 6 -year-old boy 
was shot to death 
Saturday while a 
3 6 -year-old man was 
fatally shot April 2, 
according to police, 
who said both kill- 
ings may be gang- 
related. Charges had 
not been announced 
in either homicide, 
as of Wednesday afternoon. 

West Englewood— which has loose borders 
of Racine Avenue to the east, CSX and Nor- 
folk Southern railroad tracks to the west. Car- 
field Boulevard to the north and 75th Street 
to the south— has reported six homicides so 
far this year, tied with Roseland on the South 
Side for the second-highest 2015 homicide 
toll. West Englewood logged 26 homicides 
last year, up from 21 killings in 2013, according 
to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides in the past 
week were reported on the South Side and in 
Logan Square on the Northwest Side, accord- 
ing to police information. 

Meanwhile, a 28 -year-old woman was 
stabbed to death April i in a domestic killing 
on the South Side, according to officials. 

Nine homicides have been reported so far 
this month. Thirty-six homicides were report- 
ed in April 2014, according to RedEye data.

TargetExpress to open 
in Streeterville this fall

TargetExpress plans to make its Chicago 
debut in October in the former Fox & Obel 
space in Streeterville, one of eight smaller- 
format stores the company is opening this 
year to offer quick-trip convenience to city 
shoppers. 

The 24,000 -square-foot shop at 401 E. 
Illinois St., less than one-fifth the size of a 
traditional Target, will house a Starbucks and 
carry merchandise geared toward neighbor- 
hood shoppers swinging by as they walk or 
bike home from work. Target spokeswoman 
Kristy Welker said. 

That will include a pharmacy grab-and- 
go sandwiches and salads, personal care and 
beauty products in smaller package sizes, and 
home items useful to apartment and condo 
dwellers, such as storage units. 

While CityTarget’s 2012 opening on State 
Street in downtown Chicago kicked off the 
brand’s foray into smaller urban formats, that 
124,000-square-foot store is far larger than 


In response to input from Streeterville 
shoppers, Chicago’s store will emphasize 
men’s and women’s apparel, mostly from 
Target-owned brands such as Mossimo and 
Merona. 

The Chicago shop also will feature local 
sports team apparel. Target Mobile repre- 
sentatives who can sign up shoppers for cell- 
phone plans and self-checkout lanes, and it 
will allow online shoppers to have purchases 
shipped to the store for free. 

Target, which ended the fiscal year with 
1,790 stores, opened its first Express store in 
July in its hometown of Minneapolis and last 
month opened two more in California.

The 
tabletops are handmade from cast resin by 
Martaus, who is also an artist, and though 
the gallery aspect remains, much of the art 
has changed. When I visited, the crowd was 
light—not surprising, since the second-floor 
location doesn’t exactly invite walk-ins.

*Dead Wake’ rises above the historical narrative 



“Dead Wake, ’’pub- 
lished last month, 
details the sinking of 
the Lusitania, a Brit- 
ish ocean liner that 
was struck by a tor- 
pedo from a German 
U-Boat in the middle 
ofWorldWarl, 
resulting in the deaths 
of nearly 1,200 pas- 
sengers. Author Erik 
Larson (“The Devil 
in the White City”) 
builds a three-dimensional narrative around 
an event that has long become a footnote in 
history and often has been overshadowed by 
the similar fate of the Titanic. 

Larson, who was in the Chicago area this 
week promoting the book, is a master crafts- 
man, carefully setting up the foundation of a 
multi-thread history that’s for the most part 
evenly paced. He balances anecdotes of the 
everyday life of the passengers with enough 
military and political history to paint the

bigger picture, and yet avoids large swaths 
of marine jargon that would bore the less 
nautically inclined. He also avoids the “detail 
dump” common in historical narratives that 
might have included pages-long lists of what 
exactly was in the cargo hold, what exactly the 
passengers ate— information that most likely 
is available but has no real bearing in the story 

The same kind of restraint is apparent in 
the style of his writing. It’s eloquent. He lets 
the events speak for themselves. For example, 
he describes footage from a film reel to de- 
scribe the Lusitania leaving dock in Newark. 
He closes the scene (and the chapter) with a 
simple sentence— “The film ends.” There’s 
no melodrama, no speculation. That simple 
fact— “The film ends”— is powerful by itself, 
and he let’s it stand as such. 

This control is best used in the chapters 
focused on the British government as he 
describes the curious decisions made by Brit- 


ish intelligence that left the Lusitania open to 
attack in the first place. He lets readers draw 
our own conclusions instead of going fiill-out 
conspiracy theory thriller. 

The narrative does have its weaknesses. The 
tightness of the storytelling unravels around 
the time of the sinking. Larson fails to convey 


the sense of time it took for the Lusitania to 
go under— mere minutes compared with the 
nearly two hours Titanic took to sink. 

^t from its opening pages, “Dead Wake” 
draws the reader into a story that’s full of life, 
making the sheer loss of life nearly 100 years 
ago all the more tragic.
